]. (a) areas A, B-l, B-2 and C mentioned in annexure to this notification shall respectively compirse all the places as specified in the said 

annexurc as such areas, and include all places within a distance of eight kilometres from the periphery of a Municipal Corporation or 
Municipality or Cantonment Board or Notified Area Committee of a particular place; and areas D shall comprise of all the other places 
not mentioned in the annexure and to which the Minimum Wages Act, 1948 extends.

3. (ft ) Unskilled work means work which involves simple operations requiring little or no skill or experience on tho job; 

(b) Semi-skilled work means work which involves some degree of skill or competence acquired through experience on the job and 
which cap able of being performed under the supervision or guidance of a skilled employe©, and, includes unskilled supervlso-y work; 

(c) Skilled work means work which involves skill or competence acquired through experience on th© job or through training as an 
apprentice or in a technical or vocational institute and the performance of which calls for initiative and Judgment; 

(d) Highly skilled work means work which calls for a degree of perfection and full competence In the performance of certain tasks 
acquired through intensive technical or professional training or practical work experience for long years and also requires of a worker to 
assume full responsibility for the judgment or decisions involved in the execution of these tasks. 

4. The minimum rates of wages shall consist of all inclusive rates; and Include also the wages for weekly day of rest. 

5. The minimum rates of wages are applicable to employees employed by contractors also. 

6. (a) The minimum rates of wages for young persons below 18 years of age shall be 83% of th© rates payable to adult workers of the 
appropriate category. 

(b) The minimum rales of wages for disabled persons shall be equal to those of able bodied persons of appropriate category.
